PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 19.—(UP) 
William Weiss, a powerful figure in 
the night life of the city, has been 
kidnaped and is oeing held for $100,- 
000 ransom by nnderworld gunmen, 
the Philadelphia Record says in a 
copgrighted story today. 

The newspaper asserted the kidnap- 
ets also meant to “snatch” Max (Boo 
Boo) Hoff. named by a grand jury in 
1928 as the kingpin of the Philade}- 
phia underworld and a close associate 
of Weiss. Hoff, it is said, disappeared 
before he could be captured. 

Weiss was kidnaped three weeks ago 
but it was not anti! today that his 
family, almost crazed by fear, reported 
the kidnaping to the Philadelphia of- 
fice of the department of justice. 

R. George Harvey, agent in charge 
of the department's division of inves- 
tigation here, refused to discuss the 
case. It could not he definitely learn- 
ed whether the ransom money has been 


paid. But Weiss still is missing. | 


Underworld figures believed Weiss | 
was kidnaped by Robert Mais, who 
shot his way out of a Richmond (Va.) 
jail September 29. where he was un- 
dler sentence to die for a bank hold- 
wp. It was anid two other desperate 
gunmen aided in the kidnaping. 

The kidnaping occurred ober 26 
outside Weiss’ home in an exclusive 
Philadelphia suburb. Members of his 
family heard him shout for help. They 
looked out of the windows of the house 
in time to see a big sedan speeding 
away. 

Later, it waa reported, the family 
received several ransom notes de- 
manding $100,000 ransom. The notes 
threatened Weiss with horrible death 
if the money was not forthcoming. 

Buck Mayer, a close associate of 
Weiss, was reported to have made 
desperate attempts within the past 
two weeks to raise the money. 

It is reported he went to New York 
and contacted several notorious un- 
derworld figures in an attempt to 
get the fund. 

Althongh Weiss has no police rec- 
ord and was never named by the 
epecial grand jury of 1928 as a rack- 
eteer. it has been consistently whis- 
pered in the underworld that he rated 
second only to Hoff in the pre-repeal 
aleohol racket. His name also was 
linked with several large gambling 
houses which iy openly in this 
eity for some time.

Council Fails to Approve 
Single Recommendation 
of FERA’Group. 


Ward. politics .Monday threatened

Refusal of council to sanction estab- 
lishment of Sprink street as a major 
traffic artery and to favor elimina- 
tion of stop signs at 175 intersec- 
tions, as recommended by the survey 
group, prompted Councilmen G. Dan 
Bridges and Howard Haire, chairman 
and vice chairman, respectively, of 
the police committee, to assert they 
will ask the police committee, which 
is in charge of traffic,: to recommend 
immediate withdrawal of the federal 
activities here. 


Bridges and members of the police 
committee Monday were content to al- 
low the recommended establishment of 
Ponce de Leon avenue, Marietta street 
and Edgewood avenue as arterial 
boulevards to be sent back to the po- 
lice committee, but they insisted that 
action be taken on the Spring street 
recommendation and on the stop sign 
eliminations. 

Melton Refused Floor. 

Keller Melton, FERA Georgia di- 
vision safety director, was refused 
the right of the council floor to ex- 
plain the matter, when Councilman 
John A. White, of the fourth ward, 
objected, asserting “We have got 
something more than morement of 
traffic to consider here.

FOR $14,000,000

Central Republic’s 4,000 
Stockholders Named in 
Suit To Recover Part of 
Relief Advanced. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 19.—(#)—Recov- 
ery of $60,000,000, the unpaid por- 
tion of the $90,000,000 so-called 
“Dawes loan” of 1932, was today 
sought from the 4,000_stockholders of 
the Central Republic Trust Company 
in a suit filed in federal court by 
the Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion. 

The much publicized Dawes loan, 
made in October, 1932, shortly after 
General Dawes retired as chairman 
of the RFC, was originally for $90,- 
000,000, but $10,000,000 of the cred- 
it -was never claimed. 

On petition of attorneys for the 
RFC, Federal Judge John BP. Barnes 
granted a temporary restraining order 
enjoining other creditors of the stock- 
holders from filing similar actions 
gg the court’s disposition of the 
ill. 

Although the suit is to recover the 
60,000,000 allegedly fet unpaid, the 
bill asks that the question of stock- 
holders’ liability be determined under 
the statute providing for double in- 
demnity. The bill places the amount 
of stock at $14,000,000. 

John I. Hopkins, of counsel for the 
RFC, said he understood the state 
auditor may be asked to take over 
the Central Republic Trust Company 
for liquidation purposes. The organi- 
gation was formerly known as the 
Central Republic Bank and Trust 
Company, but the “bank” appelation 
was dropped when the City National 
Bank and Trust Company took over 
deposits two years ago. 

The City National, whose chair- 
man is General Dawes, is not inyolv- 
ed in the federal litigation. 

The bill alleged $30,000,000 was 
loaned the Central Republic Bank 
and Trust Company on June 29, 
1932, and $50,000, on October 5,

“We must continue them, and we 
must improve them. There is no 
patent medicine that will cure our 
economic ills, But of all the quack 
remedies the worst that is offered to 
this nation in the cold, gray dawn of 
recovery from the intoxicated follies 
of 1929 is to get drunk again in an- 
other orgy of inflation.” 

Congressional blocs with various in- 
flation proposals have worried admin- 
istration officials in the past, and 
some members doubtless will present 
their old plans when the new session 
begins in January.

The city of Decatur is “out of the 
red” and doesn’t owe a dime except 
for the current month’s bills and has 
a surplus of $19,448.61. 

City Manager Roy M. Abernathy 
attributes the excellent condition of 
the city’s finances to “a continual 
rogram of economy with a careful 
and on the cash register.” 

Though savings have been instituted 
in each of the city’s departments, Mr. 
Abernathy pointed out that expan- 
sions and improvements have been in- 
stituted and services to the residents 
of the community have not been cur- 
tailed. 

City policemen have been given an 
eight-hour day and the working time 
of firemen es been similarly re- 
duced. 

Twice in 1932 and 1933 city assess- 
ments in Decatur were lowered. 

Tax collections in Decatur are bet- 
ter, although the anticipated revenues 
are less. “This,” Mr, Abernathy said, 
“was perhaps due to the same reason 
that Atlanta’s revenues are less than 
the anticipations; the loss in personal 
returns due to the fact that while 
realty holds within one per cent on 
assessments, personality shows a wide 
range of value.” 

e pointed out that the city of De- 
catur was unable to send assessors out 
and look over every taxpayer's auto- 
mobile to determine its value, nor can 
they check up on the values of the 
pianos, radios or other taxable items. 

He attributed some of the success 
in collecting taxes to government home 
loans, as when a government loan is 
made, he said it means all city taxes 
are paid up. 

Decatur is conducting its business 
on a cash-and-carry basis, saving a 
great deal in interest and discounts, 
and the city has spent more than $14,- 
000 in recent improvements.

ployment,” he promised, “we can 
achieve steady reductions in the vol- 
ume of governmental activities and 
expenditures.” : 

“Many voices” are heard, he said, 
crying that private interests are so 
timid and weak, management and la- 
bor so unwilling to co-operate, “that 
private enterprise will not march 
ahead to solve its own problems.” 

“T am loath to agree with this 
contention,” he continued. ‘“Regard- 
less of theory, however, the choice is 
before us here and now. 

“We must bring about the re-em- 
ployment of four to five million work- 
ers in the near future, either through 
a great expansion of private enter- 


activities. 

“It is no answer to this problem 
to urge the government to cut its ex- 
penditures down to the payment of 
the smallest dole that will keep the 
idle workers and their dependents 
alive. That program will not fulfill 
our obligations to our fellow men. 


Dangers Recognized. 


“We believe that the willing work- 
ers of trade and industry should be 
able to rely upon private enterprise 
for their continuous support. We rec- 
ognize the dangers that lie even in 
the temporary assumption of part of 
this responsibility by the government. 
_ “Now let us pray that, in the real- 
ization and acceptance of its great re- 
sponsibilities, private business, encour- 
aged and supported by the govern- 
ments of the states and of the United 
States, will do its part.” 

Confidence in the future depend 
upon “faith in ourselves,” he said, 
adding that “this great meeting in At- 
lanta is a demonstration of that faith 
—which carries with it the courage 
and the power that will give us vic- 
tory.” 

Barton Unable to Attend. 

Bruce Barton, noted editorial writ- 
er and advertising executive, who was 
scheduled to share the program with 
Mr. Richberg, was unaDle to attend.

Alsop, of 
Jacksonville, as vice president; Jack- 
son Matthews, also of Charlotte, ex- 
ecutive vice president, and Governor 
Eugene R. Black, of the Federal Re- 
serve bank, treasurer. Governor Black 
was out of the city on business but 
it was announced that he was expect- 
ed to accept. 

Vice presidents for the six states 
composing the board were announced 
as follows: 

Harrison Jones, of Atlanta, execu- 
tive vice president of the Coca-Cola 
Company, for Georgia; John T. Mill-

Gift of $50,000 Assured. 

Immediately after his election, Mr. 
Lee, who is one of the organizers 
of the board, said it had been assured 
by six leaders of the section that 
an original gift of $50,000 had been 
assured which will be used to defray 
the expenses of organizing states and 
counties for the drive for funds to 
carry on the work of the organiza- 
tion permanently. 

Mr. Lee explained that the board 
would serve as a co-ordinating unit 
for all business organizations of the 
section and would center its efforts 
on making known the resoysees of 
the southeast and for obtain mar- 
kets for its products.

It has now been accom- 
lished on a small scale by Dr, Wil- 
liam D. Harkins, cf the University of 
Chicago. He reported it to the open- 
ing session of the academy’s autumn 
meeting. 

He il found that neutrons, former- 
ly used only in bombarding and break- 
ing down atoms to unlock secrets of 
how they are rf together, _ can 
be used to build up rew atoms by the 
same kind of bombardment. t is 
roughly like finding that the same 
cannon balls used to destroy a fort 
can also paradoxically be used to build 
up a different and stronger fort. 

Dr. Harkins has discovered a new 
kind of nitrogen, slightly heavier than 
ordinary nitrogen, such as is t 
from the air to be made into fertili 
and explosives. He found that ordi- 
nary nitrogen changed into the new 
kind when it was bombarded with neu- 
trons moving at tremendous speed. 
The new nitrogen, however, refuses to 
hold together, and soon disintegrates, 
changing into oxygen in the process. 

The first formal report of the re- 
cent discovery that the speed at which 
light travels apparently is not always 
the same, which if. true upsets many 
well-established acientific rules and 
facts, was presented to the academy 
by Dr. F. G. Pease. of Mount Wil- 
son observatory, California, and Dr. 
F. Pearson, of University of Chicago 
They were originaliy aided in the work 
by Dr. A. A. Michelson, now dead. 

They have found that the speed of 
light seems to vary according to the 
position of the moon. so that apparent- 
ly it is affected dy the moon’s “pull,” 
the same pull that causes the tides 
of the sea. The speed of light is 
roughly about186,900 miles a second, 
but the scientists have found it varies 
from six miles per second at different 
times and they cannot explain the dif- 
ference on the basis of errors in meas- 
urement,

Jones, his wife, Chester Smith Jr., 
23, and John Pryor, all negroes, were 
placed under arrest and hurried to 
Roanoke as news of the crime spread 
and public indignation here rose to a 
high pitch,

lief administrator, in the current 
issue of the American Magazine. 
There are now on the federal re- 
lief rolls more than 3,830,000 fam- 
ilies and 825,000 individuals, the 
combined total including 17,025,000 
men, women and children. Some 
of these have other sources of in- 


per week, but the majority are 
solely dependent for aid to secure 
food, shelter, clothing and medical 
attention. 

The FERA is now paving out in 
excess of £100,000,000 a month. ex- 
clusive of drouth relief, for which 
a.special appropriation of $525,- 
900,000 was made by congress. 
Since May. 193%, a’ total of $1.800,- 
000,000 has been paid out for 
relief. 

- The average cost of care for a 
family of four is £23 a month, this 
sum being lower than it is possible 
for a family of such size to exist 


only $8 to $10 a month to supple- 
ment other income. The. average 
daily income per individual from 
relief is about 20 cents. 

To direct this immense relief pro- 
gram the FERA has only 342 em- 
ploves and the average cost of ad- 
ministration of each dollar spent for 
relief is eight cents. 

Administrator Horkins makes the 
definite statement that despite the 
huge number of persons on relief. 
the situation is “somewhat better’ 
than it was last winter.

War Next Year. 


“Every resident foreign observer in 
Berlin with whom | came in contact 
during the few days I spent in the 
German capital on my way from Mos- 
cow to Paris agreed on one point: 
1935.” So writes Coralie van Paas- 
sen in “La Presse,” the Parisian after- 
noon paper. 

It is of special interest to note in 
this connection that the German peo- 
ple are fully convinced that the next 
war will be one of. defense, as the 
last one was in so far as they are 
concerned. You cannot believe your 
own ears when you hear a man of the 
official standing. of a ministerialdirek- 
tor, the permanent secretary of a 
government department. declare with- 
out batting an eyelash: “The whole 
world is straining or the leash to at- 
tack Germany. That is why we Ger- 
mans must arm to full capacity. But 
the world will never permit us to 
bnil@ up a complete defensive system. 
We will be attacked in 1935.” 


Foreign consuls, foreign newspaper- 
men, that is to say American Eng- 
lish. French, Russian journalists. vet- 
erans of the profession, representatives 
of international 
tions, foreign military attaches, al! 
agree that the Germans are rapidly 
developing a dangerous persecution 
complex under the stimulus of official 
propaganda and the total absence of 
foreign public opinion and an intelli- 
gent, critical press.

These men arzue that war must 
come as soon as possible, because they 
fear trouble inside the reich. It 
doesn't matter whom Germany attacks. 
the soviet country or France, or 
whether the war takes the form of a 
campaign of conquest of Lithuania, 
Fisthonia and Latvia. They are con- 
vinced that Great Britain will remain 
neutral and that the Little Entente 
will fall to pieces. They would rather 
risk war now and face defeat and so 
he able to tell the German people that 
its enemies will not Jet live, than face 
an inner collapse. Jn this sense they 
are preparing public opinion. Dr. Ros- 
enberg wrote recently: “Germany will 
he attacked by a jealous world in Jan- 


uary !”

“What does he mean?” asked the 
correspondent. 

“He means.” came the diplomatic 
reply, “that he favers an immediate 
war.

Its func- 
tion is to gather at intervals in 
Washington, bringing opinions and 
reports of conditions from the far cor- 
ners of the country, and then formu- 
late recommendations for the guidance 
of the reserve board and the admin- 
istration. 

Its membership, elected by member 
banks of the reserve system, has for 
the most part held to the conservative 
side of the line of economic contro- 
versies. It has openly criticized cer- 
tain administration policies, and the 
reserve board once refused to receive 
its recommendations.

If any further reforms are to be 
made in the utilities field, or other 
fields of business, the chamber holds 
that the government should point out 
what it considers to be the abuses, 
and the businessmen will see about 
correcting them themselves.

& Telegraph Company recently ordered 
by the communications commission.

HEART ATTACK 


BEVERLY HILLS, Cal., Nov. 19. 
(P)—Willard Mack, 56, actor, play- 
wright and film~* director, whose 
marital affairs made him one of the 
most colorful figures in the theatrical 
world, died at his home here late last 


night of a heart attack. He had been 
ill two weeks.

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Text of Richberg Speech 
Telling Work of New Deal 


The address of Donald R. Rich- 
berg, executive director of the 
national emergency council, at the 
city auditorium Monday. night fol- 
lows in full; 


Twenty months ago a new admin- 
istration of the federal government 
undertook to mobilize our national 
energies to bring us out of the great- 


est depression of our history. It was 
necessary to deal with every part 
of our economic structure. Our bank- 
ing system was in a state of col- 
lapse. Agriculture was prostrate. 
Industry was stagnant. There was 
intolerable _unemployment, Uncount- 
ed millions of our people were desti- 
tute and either had suffered or were 
facing loss of homes and every other 
hold upon economic security. 

The federal government was com- 
pelled to find quick measures of re- 
lief from dangers as grave as ever 
threatened the welfare of this or any 
other great nation. It was necessary 
to act at once to change conditions 
for which there was no precedents, 
by methods for which there could be 
no precedents. The onslaught of a 
foreign enemy, no matter how power- 
ful, would call for only customary 
and long considered measures of na- 
tional defense. But the collapse of 
an economic system would bring not 
only civil disorder, even to the pos- 
sible extent of civil war, but also 
the disintegration of that economic 
strength upon which a nation must 
rely in fighting either foreign ag- 
gression or internal revolt. 

The same combination of destruc- 
tive forces in many another nation 
had brought about a political revolu- 
tion and thereby had created a mili- 
tary and dictatorial power through 
which economic law and order could 
be re-established. The supreme 
problem in the spring of 1933 was 
to find the means of exerting a po- 
litical power great enough to con- 
trol the forces of disintegration, 
while still preserving the fundamen-

government, 

Today it is utterly unimportant 
to argue the merits or necessities of 
every action taken, every device em- 
ployed, or every federal agency 
created in the spring of 1933. The 
decisive facts is that we came out 
of the depths of the depression with 
practically no civil disorder and with 
the governments of the states and 
the United States still functioning 
under their constitutional  safe- 
guards of individual liberty and so- 
cial security. 

“Driving Necessity.” 

In order to maintain a national 
solidarity of purpose we should keep 
constantly in mind the driving ne- 
cessity which forced oar government 
into sweeping measures of emer- 
gency relief and which compels their 
continuance until we are able to 
work out some measures of perma- 
nent reconstruction in our political 
and economic system, so that our 
free institutions and our individual 
freedom and security may safe- 
guarded against a return to economic 
chaos. 

We have made a great advance 
in 20 months, but there are still mil- 
lions of unemployed; and it would 
be a suicidal folly now to abandon 
our new mechanisms of co-opera- 
tion and to let nature take its ruth- 
less course. It is a time for sober 
analysis of the gains and losses, and 
the strength and weakness of our 
co-operative efforts. We must con- 
tinue them; and we must improve 
them. There is no patent medicine 
that will cure our economic ills, But 
of all quack remedies the worst that 
is offered to this nation in the cold 
gray dawn of recovery from the in- 
toxicated follies of 1929 is to get 
drunk again in another orgy of in- 
flation. It is not hope but despair 
that sings: “Oh, fill me with the 
old familiar juice—Methinks I might 
revive a while.” 

Today we have every reason for 
hope and confidence in our future. 
We have every reason to reject the 
counsels of despair. 

Let us review what has been ac- 
complished in 20 months in order to 
see clearly how far we have moved 
ahead, and how we should plan the 
next advance. It is my conviction 
that in such a review we will find 
that the ground is now well pre- 
pared for a great advance by pri- 
vate industry and trade. Then just 
as rapidly as private enterprise re- 
duces the load of unemployment, we 
ean achieve steady reductions in the 
volume of governmental activities 
and expenditures. 

Banking Back to Health. 

We have a banking system restored 
to health and public confidence. We 
have a working pepulation which is 
receiving an improved income from 
agriculture, industry and trade. We 
have a much smaller army of un- 
employed, who are now protected by 
well organized measures of private 
and public relief, so that they may 
face the future with hope instead of 
desperation. We have ceased futile 
efforts to support foreign debtors 
by lending them more money. We 
have relieved the financial pressure 
upon millions ef individual citizens 
and thousands of domestic corpora- 
tions, by transforming immediate 
lebts into long-term obligations, 
which may be easily met in a pe- 
riod of improved economic conditions. 

Agriculture has been organized for 
ec-operative self-help. Trade and in- 
dustry have been provided with the 
means of establishing an industrial 
law and order in which the security 
of fair competitive conditions can re- 
place the insecurity of ruthless com- 
mercial warfare. The organization 
of labor for collective action, even 
though it may temporarily produce 
many unwise uses of economic pow- 
in the long

The federal gcvernment itself, 
through encouraging the organization 
of agriculture, trade, industry and 
lubor, has assumed a responsibility 
te the public interest of making sure 
that no organization of any economic 
interest shall be the instrument 
of compelling other groups to pay 
unjust tribute to its economic power. 
When businessmen, farmers or work- 


ers are permitted to organize fort } 


self-help. and to perure fair competi- 
tion, and to provide an economic bal- 
ance between competing interests, 
they must accept those restraints 
upon the exercise of their collective 
powers that are necessary to pro- 
tect the public welfare. 


_ Foundations Laid. 


In this 20 months of recovery 

and reconstruction the foundations 
have been laid for a political economic 
system wherein private enterprise can 
compete for individual profit and 
at the same time can co-operate to 
maintain a proper balance between 
the interests of agriculture, trade, 
industry. management, labor and con- 
sumer. If the private managers of 
our financial and business institu- 
tions are ready and willing to build 
n new industrial structure upon these 
foundations, now is their opportunity. 
In this gathering of the business and 
political representatives of the south- 
eastern states there is inspiring evi- 
dence that you are keenly aware of 
your opportunity and that you intend 
to drive ahead under your own pow- 
er. 
_ We have, for example. a vast need 
in this country for better housing. 
Millions of new hemes can be built 
with the ample material and labor 
anvailable. There is an abundance of 
credit which could he used to finance 
this construction. There are millions 
of workers who nre now Able. or 
would be able to lease or buy these 
homes. In the tast 20 vears the pro- 
duction and distribution of automo- 
biles, radios and moving pictures hare 
given new é¢mployments to millions 
and have enriched the lives of all 
the people. There can he no question 
that the rebuilding of the homes of 
America would make for a far creat- 
er advance of onr civilization than 
any other one  levelopment. 

Theoretically 2 lurge percentage of 
the unemployable i@le workers could 
he put to work in such a rebuilding. 
Practically, there are many resist- 


“ances which must be overcome by 


such adventurous. resourceful tactics 
as made nossible the expansion of the 
automobile industry. But better hous- 
ing is only one of many onportuni- 
ties for a rapid growth of private 
enterprises. Millions of workers and 
billions of dollars could be profitably 
employed in the next 10 years, replac- 
ing obsolete machinery and improving 
mechanisms of production and trans- 
portation. so that more necessities 
and comforts conld be produced and 
distributed to more people than ever 
; fore. That is the wav our civiliza- 
tion advances. We have suffered 
most of our industrial losses in the 
past, not from increasing our ability 
to produce, but from failing to in- 
crease our ability to consume. 
Many Criticize Business. 
There are many voices heard today 
urging that private initiative is so 
weak, that private capital is so 
timid, that management and labor 
wre so lacking in vision and ability 
‘o co-operate, that private enterprise 
will not march ehead to solve its 
own problems, even now that the 
way 18 open; and that therefore the 
~att pores: Ngan supply the courage

I am loathe to agree with this con- 
tention. I do not believe that the 
energies of American businessmen 
and the courage of American finan- 
ciers have been. exhausted in” the 
last few years. in the birth’and de- 
velopment of NRA I saw near at 
hand the vigor with which all ele.

Regardless of theory, however, the 
choice is before us here and now. We 
must bring about the re-employment 
of four or five million workers in the 
near future, either through a great 
expansion of private enterprise, or 
through further government activi- 
ties. It is ne answer to this prob- 
lem to urge the government to cut 
its expenditures down tu the payment 
of the smallest dele that wili keep 
the idle workers and thvir dependents 
alive. That progrum will not fulfill 
our obligations ty cur tellowmen, 

These unemployed are entitled to 
an opportunity to earn a livelihood 
by productive labor. ‘They are en- 
titled to a self-respecting existence. 
They are entitled to have the guar- 
antee of liberty in the constitution 
made good for them as well as for 
other American citizens. 

The other day a stiff-necked friend 
said to me: “I never thought it was 
the business of government to pro- 
vide a man with a job.” 

My reply in substance was: It is 
the business of someone to provide 
& man with a job in this modern 
world where a man so often cannot 
make a job for himself and he must 
have a job in order to live. When 
one of our fellow-citizens is shut off 
from a chance to exchange his- work 
with the work of all the rest of us 
who have jobs, we are, in effect, de- 
priving him of his liberty. And you 
and I and ali the citizens who make 
up this government of ours have an 
o ligation to give that man an op- 
portunity to work, and to give him 
back his liberty. 

Guarantees of Liberty. 

The guarantees of liberty in the 
constitution of the United States 
must be translated by any govern- 
ment under that constitution into 
guarantees of an opportunity to earn 
a living by honest, respectable la- 
bor, if they are to be living guaran- 
tees of human freedom. 

The particular forms of individual 
freedom which distinguished our pio- 
neer civilization have disappeared. 
The freedom to blaze a trail west- 
ward and to settle new lands, to 
swing the axe in primeval forests, 
to guide the plow through virgin 
soil, to hunt, to fish, to live almost 
entirely on the products of one’s own 
labor. This was the freedom of the 
pioneer which is gone forever. 

The freedom and security of every 
city-dweller of the twentieth century 
and of most of those who live upon 
the farms depends primarily on free- 
dom to exchange the few things which 
he makes for the many products of 
his fellow men which are necessary 
to his health and comfort. The free- 
dom of a businessman to run his 
own business depends on his ability 
to get raw materials to fabricate, 
or things to sell, or to employ ma- 
chine power or man power, or to get 
credit or transportation, or to ob- 
tain other material things or serv- 
ices which are in the control of oth- 
er men. The freedom of a worker 
depends on having access to employ- 
ments controlled by other men. The 
freedom of the householder depends 
on. being able to command a con- 
tinuing flow of services whereby food 
and light and water and such es- 
sentials are brought into the home 
from far away, through the labor of 
other men. 

This freedom, which we all crave, 
must then be guaranteed today—not 
by letting people alone—but by mak- 
ing sure that they are so organized 
for co-operative action that the con- 
tinuous interchange of necessary 
products and services will not break 
down and leave hosts of people the- 
oretically free but practically depriv- 
ed of freedom to earn a living, and

NEW DEAL HIT AGAIN 
BY GOV. TALMADGE 


Crediting President Roosevelt’s mo- | 
tives as being “as pure as driven 
snow,” Governor Talmadge Monday 
issued a statement in which he at- 
tacked certain phases of the recovery 
program and said he hoped President 
Roosevelt, while in Georgia, would 
avail himself of the. opportunity of 
talking to the farmers, merchants and 
small manufacturers, and particularly 
to ascertain what percentage of relief 
money “is really spent in overhead.” 

Governor Talmadge, who with other 
governors of the southeastern states 
will be received by President Roose- 
velt tonight at Warm Springs, said 
“the quicker the government realizes 
that its wage scale should be the 
prevailing wage scale in the commun- 
ity where the work is done, the hetter 
everyone will be—not only the tax- 
payer, but the laborer who is receiv- 
ing the money himself. 

Stating that he wanted to see Geor- 
gio take the lead in recovery that 
will make everyone want to own a 
home and farmeand have a_ business 
that is self-sustaining rather than have 
the government support them, Gover- 
nor Talmadge said ‘it was his duty. to 
speak out on the subject. 

“T hope that while here, our presi- 
dent will drive around the country, 
talk to the farmers, go around to the 
small manufacturing plants and talk 
to laborers and executives; go to the 
stores and talk with the merchants 
ang clerks: go into some of the court- 
houses and see how many. extra em- 
nloyes they have on the FERA; and 
alsc find out if some of these are 
no* about the richest ladies in town, 
and a great majority of them foreign- 
ers from far-off North Dakota.” 

In his statement, Governor Tal- 
madge also criticized the NRA. the 
Bankhead cotton control hill and the 
relief administration’s policy.

left with only what may be called 
in bitter irony, the liberty to starve. 
Protection of Freedom. 

To protect individual freedom in 
our industrial civilization is a far 
different problem from the one pre- 
sented to those who wrote the con- 
stitution of the United States “to 
secure the blessings of liberty” to 
themselves and to their posterity. 
But it is a problem which can be 
solved by a government established 
under that constitution and through 
democratic measures of co-operation 
which are consistent with the tradi- 
tions and ideals of America. 

In the long run, we, who believe 
in the fundamental principles of our 
government, who are individualists, 
who have no faith in the theories of 
state socialism, and who believe that 
state control of industry means the 
death of individual liberty—we be- 
lieve that the willing workers of 
trade and industry should be able 
to rely upon private enterprise for 
their continuous support. We rec- 
ognize the dangers that lie even in 
the temporary assumption of part of 
this responsibility by government. 

But if we are sane and practical, 
we must also recognize the obliga- 
tion of government when private en- 
terprise fails to provide this funda- 
mental guarantee of liberty to masses 
of the working population. In such 
an emergency government must as- 
sume, first, the burden of providing 
relief and, second, the task of mo- 
bilizing private business to re-employ 
the idle. And ultimately, if unem- 
ployment is not steadily relieved, gov- 
ernment must undertake to provide 
somewhere that re-employment which 
alone can insure individual freedom 
and security. Let us realize that 
in the last 20 months our govern- 
ment has fulfilled its first and sec- 
ond obligations. It has provided re- 
lief. It has mobilized private busi- 
ness and strengthened the founda- 
tions of private enterprise. Now let 
us pray that, in the realization and 
acceptance of its great responsibility, 
private business, encouraged and sup-

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While I contend that the warblers 
are the most beautiful of our small 
North American birds, I really believe 
they are’ among the most difficult to 
learn. Sparrows, even flycatchers, are 
more easily distinguished than these 
wood warblers. Sparrows will be quiet 
where you can see them and the fly- 
catchers have the general habit of 
perching atop some prominent stub 
or bare branch while they watch for 
insects. Warblers, on the other hand, 
are never still and to make matters 
still worse they tend in some cases to 
resemble each other very closely in 
color and pattern. 

They are, as we said yesterday, crea- 
tures of the deep wonds. Here they 
are seen with difficulty. They are 
expert at interposing a leaf or a 
branch between themselves and you, 
making observation extremely difficult. 
This, jnstead of being discouraging to 
the true bird enthusiast, only makes 
the identification more pleasant when 
it is certain at ‘ast. You actually 
need a good pair of binoculars to study 
warblers. An instrument such as the

study. This is un American-made 
glass and is just as good if not superi- 
or to the European instruments. I 
emphasize the prism binocular because 
it gives you a much better definition 
of the object than the opera-glass type 
of binocular. 

To learn the warbl&s you’ should 
spend several hours, or if necessary, 
days, in the study of a subject not 
primarily concerned with birds. That 
subject is color. Can you tell at once 
what rufous-brown might be? Can 
you describe to me the exact meaning 
of cinnamon-buff. What is vinnaceous, 
to be mean about it? To have a strong 
color sense is to learn the warblers 
quickly. Lack of such sense, however, 
should not discouraye the beginner but 
should stimulate him to remedy the de- 
ficiency. 

Fortunately there is no great season- 
al variation in the coloration of the 
warblers. One ‘loes not have to learn 
two sets of plumeges of these birds.

State aid for Atlanta and Fulton 
county in the effort of the two gov- 
ernments to care for 16,151 unem- 
ployables was proposed Monday at a 
relief conference held in the office of 
Mayor James L. Key.

Other soft material 
will-serve the same purpose, though 
not quite so well, Plain wooden seats 
turn back the sound much more than 
padded seats. The clothing of those 
who are listening will absorb some 
of the sound, which means that there 
is less echoing in an auditorium if it 
is well filled than if there are few 
persons. 

Some places happen to be fitted 
to give back echoes. The wings of an 
old castle near Milan, Italy, bounce 
echoes back and forth, 60 echoes of a 
single pistol shot having been count- 
ed. At Woodstock. England, it is as-

“From the standpoint of an inves- 
tor, I cannot see where these com- 
panies may look forward to any de- 
gree of support in the private capi- 
tal market. So long as the word un- 
certainty is written in red ink across 
their private balance sheets the pri- 
vate investor will turn his attention 
elsewhere for business gain. 

“The unexpected and complete 
change in government policy toward 
the air transport companies, plus the 
critical attitude of certain congres- 
sional investigating bodies toward air- 
craft manufacturing concerns, has act- 
ed with demoralizing effect upon the 


tion industry. We need only examine 
the depreciation in aviation stock val- 
ues during this recent period to un- 
derstand the reluctance of private in- 
vestors to enter the field. 


Added Burden. 


“But let us assume that the neces- 
sary refinancing will be forthcoming 
from those seeking to protect present 
investments. It will undoubtedly give 
rise to capital structures that volume 
of business cannot support, forcing 
the industry to carry this added bur- 
den for years to come. Obviously, 
additional funds used in a refinancing 
program would not provide new phys- 
ical values but as others have point- 
ed out, would represent the great 
losses suffered by the companies dur- 
ing the period of uncertainty.” 


Continuing, Mr. Hopkins said: “It 


ig necessary, therefore,-for the govern- 
ment to determine a fixed policy he-

Co-operation Urged. 

“The same attitude of co-operation 
should be adopted with respect to our 
latest and fastest method of trans- 
|portation. With an eye to the future 
and not to the past, we should look 
forward to the inevitable time when 
‘air transportation will prove the key- 
stone not only in our domestic and 
foreigd commerce, but in our program 
of national defense, 

“Employing our characteristic in- 
ventive genius and industrial initia- 
tive, the United States has progressed 
to a position of world leadership in 


| aeronautics, permitting us to visualize 


the time when the fruits of this lead- 
ership will represent a considerable 
influence in foreign trade. It would 
be folly to take a. short-sighted view 
of things with the prospects that lie 
ahead.

FRANCE WARNED 
‘OF GERMAN ARMY 


Official Says Reich Could 
Put 5,500,000 in Field in 
Few Days. Bo 


PARIS, Nov. 19.—(4)—France was 
warned sharply today that Germany 
was building up a mighty military 
machine and could, by next year, 
throw 5,500,000 men into action with- 
in a few days. : 

This was the declaration of Leon 
Archimbaud, reporter of the budget, 
who asked credits of 5,689,215, 
francs (about $376,200,000) for the 
1035 war budget. 

“The enemies of France,” declared 
Archimbaud, “are intensively prepar- 
ing for war as though it were to be 
in the near future.” 

Simultaneously Marshal Franchet 
d’Esperey announced: 

“I find the French army is not 
going satisfactorily. 

“The situation seems to be at least 
as grave as in 1914. The Germans 
are preparing and we are not prepar- 
ing enough. hey are as dangerous «8 
they were then.’ 

Colonel Jan Fabry, former minis- 
ter of war, published a lengthy signed 
article in which he said he feared the 
possibility of a sudden paralyzing at- 
tack on France conducted in three 
phases: 

(@) A terrific, lightning-like air 
raid. 


(2) The swift invasion of small 
powerful forces by way of Belgium 


and Switzerland .to complete the de- 
struction from the air. 

(3) The surging wave of a power- 
ful occupying force capable of ending 
the war within a few weeks, 

Colonel Fabry demanded a strong 

vernment and domestic. unity to 
ace such a danger. 

The government of Premier Pierre- 
Etienne ‘Flandin, viewing the Euro- 
pean situation with uneasiness because 
of various allegations of German re- 
armament, granted the budget an ad-

Archimbaud, in making his budg-

“Tacit Assurance” Given. 

“Before this survey was undertaken, 
there was tacit assurance from the 
mayor and council that recommenda- 
tions would be given a fair trial,” 
Melton said Monday afternoon. 

“We were satisfied to get Spring 
street tried for a period of 60 days 
only, becanse expert engineers of our 
division were so confident that it 
would react to the convenience not 
only of automobiles but to property 
owners generally that it would be a 
marked success. 

“In fact, we announced we were 
willing to allow all recommendations 
of the survey group to stand or fall 
on the success of the Spring street 
recommendation. We are still willing 
to do that. 

“The stop signals should be eliminat- 
ed. The city is heneycombed with 
them. They are so close together 
ang are at so many places where they 
are not needed that they actually re- 
tard traffic and are a menace instead 
of a protection to iife and property in 
some instances. We plan to present 
recommendations for ge signs where 
the traffic count and physical conii- 
tions warrant them, but in many cases 
where we recommend they be taken 
up, they were installed without a 
covncil ordinance to back them up. 
In other instances the former signs 
are worn out and have not been re- 
placed. 

Good Engineers at Work. 


“We have the best corps of safet 
and traffic engineers available at wor 
on this survey.

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RELIEF INQUIRY 


Senator Wants Congress 
to Investigate Wasteful 
Use of Funds. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 19.—#)— 


‘|New charges of waste amounting to 


millions of dollars were aimed at the 
relief administration tonight by Sen- 
ator Borah. of Idaho. 

In an address the veteran repub- 
lican independent ed a demand 
for an investigation by.a “wholly dis- 
interested committee or tribunal.” 
Asked before he stepped to the micro- 
phone what he meant by that, he 
said: “Congress.” 

Borah urged that the administra- 
tion wrap additional safegua 
against waste around the huge relief 
program contemplated for next year. 

In one western county, he assert- 
ed, he had a report that $4 had been 
disseminated in relief but that the cost 
of administration had been $572. In 
another county it cost $576, he said, 
and the amount administered was $6. 

“The relief problem will be with us 
for a long time,” he asserted. “It 
is going to take not only millions, 
but it will run into billions. Every 
dollar saved in administration means 
food and shelter for the needy and 
the unhoused. 

“Before we start upon a new pro- 
gram, there ought to be a thorough, 
searching and dispassionate investiga- 
tion by disinterested parties, not only 
as to things past but as to how best 
to deal with the matter in the fu- 
ture. With the cost and expense now 
being incurred, there is going to be a 
breakdown,” 

Evidently replying to the claim of 
Harry L. Hopkins, the relief adinin- 
istrator, that he had supplied no spe- 
cific evidence of “shameful waste” to 
a FERA investigator who conferred 
with him last week, Borah said noth- 
ing had occurred to justify modifica- 
tion of his accusations. 

Instead, he went into more detail 
regarding reports of “waste” which he 
said had poured. into his office. 

“The source of waste seems to come 
from administration in the field,” he 
declared. “The administrative pay roll 
is enormous. Those in authority in 
different sections of the country, 
Ahrough pressure or desire, seem to 
place a wholly unnecessary number of 
persons on the administrative pay roll 
at salaries beyond what the service 
justifies, 

“Many of these persons cannot qual- 
ify on the basis of relief or of ex- 
perience. . . . The pay roll becomes 
clogged and padded and the cost of 
administration runs, in some _ in- 
stances, from 25 per cent to 50 per 
cent of the sum administered.” 

Earlier in the day, the relief admin- 
istration had reported that in August 
11.6 per cent of all relief expendi- 
tures went to pay administrative 
costs. September figures were not yet 
available. 


Common-Sense Test 


Mows Arkansans 
LITTLE ROCK, Ark., Nov. 19.— 


(P)—The civil service commission’s so- 
called “horse sense” test took heavy 
toll among investigators of the Ar- 
kansas alcohol tax unit of the bureau 
of internal revenue, John T. Burkett, 
investigator in charge, revealed today. 
Only one out of 14 agents survived. 

The lucky man is R. Jones, 
Jonesboro. The remaining 13 have 
received their notice of discharge ef- 
fective November 30, said Burkett. 

The bureau is likely to experience 
a shortage of investigators, Burkett 
explained, because the percentage of 
failures was high at other points. He 
said only two of Oklahoma's 18 in- 
vestigators passed the “horse sense” 
test.

Disappearance of Baroness Eloisa 
Bosquet de Wagner Wehrborn, self- 
styled “empress” of the Galapagos, 
and her friend, Robert Philippsohn, 
a German businessman, intensified the 


mystery however. 

Possibility that the baroness and 
either P. _— or Alfred Lorenz, 
“a friend” of the two, were the vic- 
tims of starvation on the barren 
island, and not the Wittmers, was 
put forward. 

A letter from Dr. Karl Ritter, an- 
other of the colonists, to Captain G. 
Allien Hancock, wealthy Los Angeles 
oil magnate and a visitor to the Wala- 

bore out stories of “scandal” 
and tragedy in the Pacific “paradise” 
once a pirate refuge. 

Dr. Ritter wrote: 

“We will hope you will come once 
more to the island. Then I will tell 
you what I cannot write, because 
have no f of it. 

Diieatches from Guayaquil, Ecua- 
dor, bore out this aspect. Kolf Blom- 
berg, a German newspaperman, told 
of the disappearance of the baroness, 
Philippsohn and Lorentz, who had ac- 
companied the two to the islands. 

The baroness, once a curio shop 
owner in Paris, made her home with 
her two male companions on Charles 
island, where the Wittmers and Dr. 
Ritter and his companion, K'rau, Dore 
Kerwin, of Berlin, also lived. 

Lorenz spear ey seme the dis- 
appearance of the baroness and Phil- 
ippsohn, But no one appears to know 
the whereabouts of Lorens. 

Meanwhile Captain Hancock de- 
clared he intends to sift the mystery— 
although he believes the bodies were 
meee of Wittmer and his wife, Mar- 
garet. 

“I don’t know what he means,” he 
said, referring to Dr. Kitter’s letter. 
‘It only deepens the mystery that I 
want to clear up.” 

Captain Manuel Roderiguez, of the 
tuna fisherman Santa Amaro, radioed 
the report of finding the bodies, and 
apparently first believed the man was 
Lorenz. The Jatter’s passport was 
found among the belongings. The dead 
man was “large and slightly bald,” 
and apparently blond. 

Letters found near the bodies bore 
the name of Margaret Wittmer, one 
addressed to Captain Hancock. Cap- 
tain Roderiguez believed the two 
had been washed on the island, one 
of the smallest and most isolated of 
the group, during a storm, and died 
there of thirst and starvation. 

Officials at Guayaquil, capital of 
Ecuador, which owns the Galapagos, 
apparently guve considerable credence 
to Blomberg’s penn indicating the 
bodies might be those of the Baroness 
de Wagner and one of her companions. 

Blomberg said Lorenz had reported 
the “disappearance” of Philippsohn 
and the baroness last March. He left 
their possessions with the Wittmers 
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from the islands,

Nancy suggested that the members 
calls the pattern cither “acorn” or 
“oak” leaves. Tawny shades of or- 
ange and brown are effective im this 
pattern. The whole applique is cut 
in on epiece. Allow one-quarter inch 
for turning under. The edges are 
basted down carefully. <A tracing of 
the design has been made very lightly 
on the background block cut original- 
ly 12 1-2 inches square. The applique 
is basted on to the block. The fin: 
ished block is 12 inches for the seam- 
ing takes off the half inch. 

The Nancy Page quilt club mem- 
bers clipped and pasted the picture and 
directions in their acrap book. They 
sent for the direction leaflet and used 
the quarter design as their guide in 
cutting and tracing the finished de- 
sign. 

A pattern of this kind is usually 
set fogether with a'ternating blocks 
of plain material. The blocks may 
be set in straight or they may be 
turned at an angle so that a tip of 
a leaf is at the top. The other scheme 
of setting together calls for sashing 


a medium dark celor set in at cor- 
ners where strips cross.

Admitted- 
y, from the bidding East should have 
the heart queen, but if would do no 
harm to first do a little checking. 
The club lead was won by Hast’s 1 
spot, and now East, by immediately 
shifting to diamonds and making it 
possible for three rounds of the suit 
to be played, could have removed the 
diamond 10, a possible squeezing card, 
from the dummy.

IN NEW RANKING 


Minnesota and Pitt Are 
Placed Above Tide 
by Critics. '

NEW YORK, Nov. 19.—(A)— 
Rounding up the gridiron grist after 
the most explosive week-end of the 
1934 intercollegiate season, here’s our 
idea of how the “first ten” ranking 


of the major league “clubs” should 
be shaken up: 

1, Minnesota; 2, Pittsburgh; 3, 
Alabama; 4, Ohio State; 5, Stanford; 
6, Rice; 7, Colgate; 8, Louisiana 
State; 9, Army; 10, Temple. 

This leaves plertty of room for argu- 
ment. Minnesota and Alabama have 
the only “perfect” records but that 
isn’t necessarily the final yardstick 
-for measuring greatness. All things 
considered, Yale’s eleven “iron men” 
played one of the greatest games of 
the whole season against Princeton, 
but that doesn’t entitle the Elis to a 
place in the “first ten.” It’s possible 
for a great team to take one “on the 
chin” and still come back to rank 
among the beat, like Pittsburgh or 
Ohio State. , - 

MINNESOTA FIRST. 

Critics who have had a good chance 
to compare all three do not hesitate 
to rate Pitt and Ohio State right next 
to the Minnesota Maulers for all- 
round class, speed, deception and 


power. 
It’s difficult to compare Alabama, 
Stanford and Rice with these three, 
chiefly because they play mostly in 
different sectional company. It’s note- 
worthy, however, that Rice and Stan- 
ford scored the only intersectional vic- 
tories over Big Ten teams by beat- 


tively. 


Alabama’s Crimson Tide remains 
the favorite for the Rose Bowl nomi- 
nation against Stanford, barring an 
upset for the Pacific coast leaders in 
this Saturday’s “big game” against 
| California, but don’t count Pittsburgh 
out of the Pasadena picture until the 
final returns are posted. It may not 
necessarily be a factor in the situa- 
tion but it is interesting to note that 
Claude (Tiny) Thornhill, Stanford’s 
head coach, and Dr. John B. (Jock) 
Sutherland, head man among the Pitt 
Panthers, played side by side in the 
line on one of Pittsburgh’s greatest 
teams in 1916. 

Coached by Glenn (Pop) Warner, 
the 1916 Pitt team was unbeaten. 
Thornhill played left tackle and 
Sutherland left. guard with an outfit 
that included Bob Peck, All-America 
center, as well as Herron, Hastings, 
Dehart, McLaren and Carlson. 

PITT CONSIDERED. 

If Pitt doesn’t make another trip 
to the Rose Bowl—and the odds now 
are against it—the Panthers may 
listen to overtures to participate in 
the inaugural “sugar bowl” intersec- 
tional game at New Orleans, also on 
January 1. Pop Warner’s Temple 
eleven, one of the few remaining un- 
beaten aggregations, also looms as a 
candidate to represent the north. Lou- 
isiana State looks like the logical 
choice to carry the southern banner, 
although the sponsors likely will also 
consider Rice Institute, the power- 
house of the Southwest. Rice and L.

Cravey Asks 
‘Sane Hunting’ 
Of State Game 


By Jack Troy. 


A rather stubby gentleman (I 
hope) stepped up to State Game and 
Fish Commissioner Zack Cravey at 
the West*End gun club Sunday. 

“Is this Mr. Cravey?” he asked, 
taking a good look. “Well, I just 
wanted to be sure who to run from 
when I go hunting.” 

Zack Cravey, who is putting the 
game and fish situation on a lasting 
basis, requests that hunters run to 
him—not from him. 

Commissioner Cravey, in a radio 
address last: night, told of the de- 
partment’s work and asked full co- 
operation of the state sportsmen as 
they take’ to the fields today on the 
opening day of the quail season. Cra- 
vey is greatly pleased that the great 
majority of ‘hunters’ have bought 
licenses. 

SIXTY-ONE WARDENS. 

Commissioner Cravey pointed out 
that ‘“‘we now have sixty-one full-time 
men over the state and each one of 
these wardens has several deputies. 

“Let me say that I had rather 
miss making a case for game law 
violations than to prosecute the 
wrong man. I am naturally opposed 
to prosecuting anyone, but that does 
not mean I won't do it. If it be- 
comes necessary, we will go the limit. 
I had much rather have the hunters 
of Georgia working with the depart- 
ment to protect game than to have 
to make a single case against a hun- 
ter. Tireless work on the part of 
our .wardens will eliminate . ninety- 
nine per cent of the cases we have 
to prosecute. No man is going to 
hunt out, of seasons or without a li- 
cense if he thinks a good warden is 
waiting to pick him up. All hunters 
know that a license is required and 
should be bought before any hunting 
is done. There is no excuse for hunt- 
ing without a license.” 

Concerning the game crop this fall, 
Commissioner Cravey said: ‘There 
seems to be an abundance of quail, 
judging from what I have seen and 
the reports that have been sent in 
by hunters and game wardens and 
farmers. Just because quail are abun- 
dant in south Georgia, for example, 
does not mean that we are going to 
allow anyone to step out. and kill 
them off. The Georgia law says 
quite plainly what you may shoot. 
Just because the law permits you to 
shoot 20 quail a day or a week 
does not mean that you have to shoot 
that many. Take just what you need 
for the table and leave the rest of 
them in the field. Under no condi- 
tions should a covey of quail he shot 
down below six. If you leave six

With open mind, a free trading 
hand and a fair amount of justifiable 
caution with their bank roll, Atlan- 
ta’s youthful emissaries to the Na- 
tional Baseball Association meeting at 
Louisville left the city last night with 
the hope of coming back with just 
what the doctor ordered for the health 
of the 1935 Crackers.

NOT SO SIMPLE.

‘Mann and Moore have the where- 
withal, so to speak, to get these men, 
but they are going to exercise a little 
more discretion than some of the 
Crackers’ fall and winter buyers have 
exercised in the past. Briefly, they 
are tired of having the Crackers held 
up to the baseball world as the star 
suckers of the national pastime. 

_““We are interested mainly in get- 
ting a good fielding, hard-hitting, ag- 
gressive second baseman who will fit 
in with Buster Chatham on a double- 
play combination; then, perhaps, one 
or more outfielders with a long punch 
on the order of Joe Hutcheson, of 
Memphis, or Johnny Gill, who was 
with Chattanooga last year,” Mann 
and Moore announced in a joint state- 
ment. 

While they cannot actually get the 
two men mentioned, Tom Watkins 
having refused thus far to sell 
Hutcheson for: any amount and Gill 
t+having been peddled to the American 
association by Chattanooga, they are 
good examples of the kind of outfield- 
ers the Crackers want. 

MAY ADD PITCHER. 

“Then we may consider a couple 
of first-class pitchers to go with 
Schmidt, Lindsey, Nelson, Martin, 
etc..” Eddie Moore added. 

The Cracker skipper was fairly well 
satisfied with the nucleus of pitchers 
left at the end of the season, but 
Toronto, of the International league, 
without a word of warning, as the 
raconteurs say in telling bedtime 
stories to the children, put in a last- 
minute draft for Harry Kelley, ihe 
Crackers’ ace pitcher. 

That took the Cracker officials 
somewhat aback, and now they are 
scouting around for someone to take 
Kelleys place as a starting ace. 

And while there are no more Kelleys 
running around loose, they may find 
a man who will approach the rotund 
right-hander in the matter of defective- 
ness. 

That was a tough break, losing 
Kelley, since the Crackers had only 
recently purchased him from Mem- 
phis, where he had been a star hox- 
man for 10 years, off and on. It is 
typical of the breaks the Crackers 
get, however, and Toronto, which is 
suspected of having done the dirty 
deed for the Cincinnati Reds, will not 
consider returning him to Atlanta. un< 
less Kelley refuses to report or fails 
to make the grade, of which there: is 
little doubt. 

ANYTHING TO HELP. 

“We are going to keep our eyes 
pealed for anything that will help the 
club,” Mann, who holds the joint of- 
ices of vice president and business 
manager at the age of 29, declared.

HUNTS IN PUTNAM. 

“Mr. Lee” has hunted most of his 
life in Putnam county, where the 
quail fly faster and sail behind a 
tree quicker than in the wire grass 
section of south Georgia. 


Although he admits his eyesight 
don’t allow him to shoot that old au- 
tomatic 12-gauge with the accuracy 
he could in younger years, his enthusi- 
asm for quail hunting is as keen as 
that of a boy of 16. ““Mr. Lee” is prob- 
ably the champion for locating single 
birds. He knows quail habits that 


well. 

“Once in south Georgia,” the bird 
hunter recalled, “Ime and two other 
fellows (who are both living) killed 
an entire covey of 12 on the rise. On 
this same trip the three of us together 
killed 135 birds in one day. That is 


the best luck I ever had.” 
BOYS HUNT RABBITS. 

“Mrs. Lee” has a lovely family of a 
wife and five children. His three 
boys, Ed, Marvin and Lee Jr., kinder 
turn their backs on fox and quail 
hunting in favor of Uncle Remus’ 
Br’er Rabbit, somewhat against the 
approval of their father. Mrs. Mad- 
dux, with her two girls, Elizabeth 
and Sallie, knaw all the fine points of 
cooking. The past summer the trio 
canned over 900 quarts ef vegetables 
in glass containers. 

‘Have you ever had any accidents 
with guns?” Mr. Lee was asked. 


“In 50 years of hunting. only two,” 
the grand old man replied. “I was 
with Mr. Hentz, an Atlanta architect, 
when he caught his foot in a vine 
and shot his leg off. And once a poor 
shot from the city shot at a quail 
and hit his dog.”

NEWNAN, Ga., Nov. 19.—()—A 
one-house assembly of 53 members to 
“take the place of Georgia’s present 
cumbersome assembly of represent- 
atives and 51 senators” was advocated 
here today by Representative Stone- 
wall Dyer, of Coweta county. 

A legislature of such a size “would 
be able to function more smothly 
would save from $85,000 to $100, 
each year, and would enact bette# 
legislation in less time,” Dyer said. 
Dyer said that under the plan he 
is to present at the coming session of 
the legislature in January, each mem- 
ber of the legislature would be paid 
$2,000 for each two years of service 
as a member of the legislature, “re- 
gardiess of how long or how short 
the legislative session.” 

“Such a legislature could greatly 
expedite matters.

“It would mean for better legisla- 
tion in this way. As it is now, 
legislature, when it goes into session, 
nows it is to be here 70 days.

Other times 
the bills die in the jam, or in commit 
tees.

“We cannot be too frequently ree 
minded,” he said, “that the constitu- 
tion condemns the abridgment of thé 
freedom of speech or of the press or 
the right of people to peaceably as- 
semble and proclaims the right of per- 
sons to be secured in their persons 
houses, papers and effects against un 
reasonable search and seizure. 

“We have ample legal and gow 
ernmental means for correcting anti 
social conduct without the necessity 
of private and unauthorized groups 
undertaking to take these matters int¢ 
their own hands,” he added.
